In a book I have just published, 


under the title "Tragedy in France," 
I have attempted to descrbie, as .im- 
partially and accurately as I was 
able to do it, what I saw during 
the war, at the front, in Paris and 
in London, as a French liaison of- 
ficer attached to the British army. 
In the present article, I shall .try 
to indicate some of the lessons to be 
drawn from our misfortunes. 


Bravery Won't Stop Tanks 


The first is the impracticability, in 


modem warfare, 
of 
improvisation: 


There was a time when personal 
courage and wise leadership .could 
make, good the deficiencies of mat- 
erial preparation. Even at the begin- 
ning of the war of 1914, the heroism 
of the soldiers of the Marne, :the 
quiet composure of Joffre compensat- 
ed, to a certain extent, the superiority 
of the German army in machine guns 
and'heavy artillery.

a man may be, he can not stop a 
STtoda tank with his bare body 
however brilliant a general, he can 
jiot launch a. counter-offensive if the 
enemy,, enjoys.. j.cotnpleto-irfnasteiy'^ 9! 
the air; and deprives him-of all means 
of communicating with his subordinat-
